The 
enemy did not occupy Kadish be- 
cause the barrage fire from the 
Americnn guns made the place: un- 
tenable. Shells falling on the froz- 
en ground spread their zones of de-

under normal conditions.

strosistnieih Citizen of At- 

lanta and Well-Known 
Financier: Is Now Near- 
ing His 79th Birthday. 


Colonel. Robert J. Lowry, one of 
the most prominent citizens of At- 
lanta and one of the best known fi- 
nanciers of the south, lies critically, 
and perhaps hopelessly, ill at his 
apartment in the Majestic hotel. The 


last reports from .his bedside were 
to the effect that there was no 
change in his condition, which might 
take a fatal turn at any moment. 
Colonel Lowry is nearing his seven- 
ty-ninth birthday, having been born 
on March 4, 1840, in East Tennessee, 
and his advanced age is considered 
one factor against him in the des- 
perate fight he is making for life. 

Colonel Lowry is known as one of 
the social, business and official lead- 
ers of the city, and has for many 
years been looked upon as one of 
the most important citizens of At- 
lanta. He is president of the Lowry 
National bank, one of the most im- 
portant financial institutions of the 
city, is a member of the chamber 
of commerce, of which he was at 
the. head at one time, and is presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of 
Grady hospital. 

Colonel Lowry has served as the 
head of the American Bankers’ asso- 
ciation, an honor which has been 
enjoyed by few southern men, and 
has had a part in the upbuilding of 
Atlanta and the south for many 
years. As a city official, he has 
served several terms in the gen- 
eral council, one term as mayor pro 
tem., and was a member of the first 
board of education of Atlanta after 
the inauguration of the local pub- 
lic schoolé, 

Not only has Colonel Lowry been 
prominent in official, business and 
educational matters in this city, but 
he has always been liberal in his 
dealings with all public questions. 
He has also been an acknowledged 
social leader.

He said that he was never so sur- 
prised in his life as when the woman 
he had shot appeared at the prisoh. 
And he added also that he had never 
been happier. 

“She never knew how much she 
loved me until she saw me suffering 
in prison,” he told the reporter. 
“When she beheld me being perse- 
cuted, her womanly tenderness came 
to the surface, and she could bear 
it no longer, -That’s the answer to 
it All. Some persons might wonder 
why a woman who had opposed me 
as she did up to my trial, and hed 
s@id.such harsh things about me, 
could return to my arms. She loved 
me and didn’t know it. She,had to 
pee me suffer before her woman’s 
heart took command.”

Freak Valentine Is Held 
Without Bail Folowing 
Mysterious Injury Re- 
ceived by H. P. Mitchell 
Saturday. 


Frank Valentine, 12-year-old son 
of B. H. Valentine; a printer, of 144 
Norwood avenue, Kirkwood, As being 
held without’ bail in the “DeKalb 
county jail at Decatur following an 
investigation of the shooting at 


‘Kirkwood of H. P. Mitchell. 20 years 


old, an Atlanta automobile sales- 
man, whose home is at 37 Ponce de 
Leon avenue, while .the latter was 
riding on a rapidly moving inbound 
North Decatur car at 8:45 o’clock 
Saturday night... 

Valentine was placed under arrest 
by Deputy Sheriff H. M. Phillips, 
who is also marshal of Kirkwood, 
at 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon, after 
Phillips had made a thorough probe 
of the case and had become thor- 
oughly convinced that the boy was 
responsible for the meeting, 

Phillips stated sunday night that 
the shooting was done by a ,22 cal- 
iber parlor rifle owned by oung 
Valentine while he was accOmpa- 
nied by several small boys at the 
intersection of Gordon and DeKalb 
avenues in the residence section of 
Kirkwood. 

Only Two Shots Fired, 

Reports that the boys had been 
firfng the rifle throughout the aft- 
ernoon in this section are incorrect, 
Phillips adds, his investigation dis- 
closing the fact that only two shots 
were fired a few minutes before the 
North Decatur car in which} Mr. 
Mitchell was riding came into sight. 

‘As the car sped by the street 
crossing where the boys were stand- 
ing, young Valentine's comrades tes- 
‘tified that the boy raised his rifle 
wirhout warning and fired point 
blank at the trolley, the other boys | 
adding that Valentine exclaimed, “I 
hit it,’ as the report of the gun died 
away. 

Upon being arrested; young Val- 
entine denied responsibility for the 
shooting, telling Phillips

direction of the car. 


The statements 
of all the other boys, however, were 
to the effect that it was young Val- 
entine who fired the shot.

British Press “Demands 
Prompt Meeting and Ac- 
tion to Stem Tide. of 
Chaos Threatening Ger- 
many. 


MUST RESTORE ORDER 
IN CONQUERED NATIONS 


Realized That If Anarchy 
Seizes Europe Decisions 
of the Peace Convention 
Cannot Be Enforced. 


London, January 5.—The past 
week has witnessed a strong and 
general demand from the most in- 
fluential British newspapers, re- 
gardless of politics, for the prompt 
meeting of the peace congress and 
prompt action to stem the tide of 
chaos which is threatening Germany 
because of the introduction of Bol- 
shevism by way of the border states, 

There is a dawning recognition 
that if any anarchy seizes central 
Europe the decisions of the peace 
congress in drawing boundaries and 
levying indemnities can .be enforced 
only through military control by the 
allies, otherwise mecoming merely 


“scraps of paper.”

“The allies are in some danger of 


precipitating in Germany what they 
should mest wish to avoid. They 
are perfectly entitled to insist upon 
the disbandment of the army. They 
are also perfectly entitled to main- 
tain the full right of blockade. But 
simultaneously to empty millions of 
men ‘into civilian life and to exclude 
the raw materials which alone can \ 
give them employment is the most 
rapid process for making Bolishe- 
vists that has heen discovered. 

“Unemployment .and Bolshevism 
soon establish @ vicious circle of 
mutual stimulation and it has al- 
ready begun to operate in Germany 
upon @ very serious scale. Nothing 
could be more calculated in that 
country to frustrate the appearance 
of an authentic government with 
which peace might be concluded. 

Tidal Wave of Bolshevism. 

“There are arguments both for 
military and economic pressure. But 
one must be chosen and the other 
abjured, on the penalty of giving 
the empire of chaos a most menac- 
ing extension. It is an option that 
cannot be deferred until the peace 
conference has finished its labors. 
A tidal wave of Russo-German Bol- 
shevism sweeping over Europe 
might give more embarrassment at 
Paris than the escape of Napoleon 
did at Vienna.” 

The warning of The Observer is 
in line with the growing belief that 


fore the conquering nations is to re- 
store the conquered nations and all 
of central and southeastern Europe 
to a status of order and normal liv- 
ing, Or something as near to this 
as possible.

Paris, January 5.—Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise, rabbi of the Free! Synagogue 
of New York, 
man of the Zionist organization of 
America, of which Supreme Court 
Justice Brandeis is honorary presi- 
dent and Federal Judge Julian W.

Dr. Wise has recently been in con- 
ference with Arthur J. Balfour, the 
British foreign secretary, and other 
British political leaders. He is now 
holding conferences here with Colo- 
nel E. M. House and will see Presi- 
dent Wilson on the latter’s return 
from Italy. Dr. Wise has also con- 
ferred with representatives of the 
Frenth government who have just 
notified him that tn appreciation 
of his “eminent services to the 
French cause” he will receive the 
decoration of the Legion of Honor. 

Dr. Wise, who with. Mrs. Joseph 
Fels, of the Zionist deputation, con- 
ferred with Colonel» House today, 
said at the conclusion of the con- 
ference: ..

Former German Chancellor 


Von Hertling Is Dead 
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’ COUNT GURGE F. VON HERTLING. 


Copenhagen, January 5.—(By the 
A. P.)—Count George F. von Hert- 
ling, the former imperial German 
chancellor, died Saturday night at 
Ruhpolding, Bavaria. He had been 
ill for six days. 


Count George F. von Hertling was 
considered the most learned man of 
all the men called to the chancel- 
lorship of Germany since 1871. . He 
had won for himself a schelar’s 
reputation before he entered: polit- 
leal life, and up ‘to 1912, when he 


‘became Bavaria's minister-presi- 


Sent, he ped eomhinnd ageeeteset 


and literary work with his political 
activitigs. Von Hertling was ap- 
pointed imperial German chancellor 
in October, 1917, succeeding Dr. 
George Michaelis. He resigned in 
the fall of last year and the then 
Emperor William conferred upon 
him the Order of the Black Eagle 
and his warm thanks for the “self- 
sacrificing faithfulness” with which 
Von Hertling hati served the coun-

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NEW WITNESSES 
N CHRISTY CASE 


Persons Who Saw Shoot- 
ing Claim That It QOc- 
curred Outside the Home 


of G. C. Febuary. 


Witnesses have been found who 
declare they saw William Albright 
Carlisle H. Christy in the 
outside the home of G. C. 
Febuary, at 21 Mathewson place, 
last Wednesday. night, thus dis- 
proving the theory of the solicitor’s 
office that the man was killed in- 
doors. 

The discovery of the new wit- 
nesses was made public last night 


by Chief Lamar Poole, of the head- 
quarters detective department, after

he and detectives on his staff had, 


made a search of the Febuary home 
for possible clues which might sup- 
port the theory of the solicitor. 

Chief Poole would not give the 
names of the new witnesses, nor 
would he divulge anything of the 
nature of their stories. He declared, 
however, that, whatever the circum- 
stances of the slaying of Christy, 
he was satisfied that the killing 
occurred outdoors in the street as 
related by Albright in his testimony 
‘before the coroner. 

At the instigation of the solici- 
tor general’s office, Chief Poole and 
a squad of men went to the Feb- 
uary residence Sunday, and search- 
ed the house and grounds for blood 
spots or other evidence which might 
indicate that the tragedy had hap- 
pened indoors, No clues were found, 
the detectives say. 

The next move on the part of the 
solicitor will be to examine the 
clothes worn by Christy at the time 
he was killed. They will be brought 
to Mr. Boykin’s office today, and 
will be thoroughly inspected by the 
solicitor and the men from his of- 
fice at, work on the case. They will 
also. be examined by Dr.. Frank 
Eskridge, the physician appointed 
by Judge Humphries, of the crimi- 
nal division, superior court, to per- 
form a post-mortem examination 
upon the body of Christy before it 
was laid in the grave Saturday. 

Dr. Eskridge will make his report 
today to the solicitor. 

The report of Chief Poole upon his 
visit to the Febuary residence Sun- 
day’ will also be submitted to Solici- 
tor Boykin today.

Room in Perfect Order. 

After the room had been aired and 
cleared of the fumes of gas, the po- 
lice officers entered the room and, 
according to their statement, found 
everything in perfect order. 

The dead man’s clothes were fold- 
ed neatly over a chair, all the ef- 
fects of the room were in place and 
no attempt had been made to keep 
the gas from escaping from the 
room by the usual method of stuffing 
cracks and keyholes with paper. Mr. 
Schoeniger was laying in bed, ap- 
parently as if he had been asleep, 
the officers state. 

The present theory entertained by 
the police is that Schoeniger had 
burned all the gas in his meter, 
which was of the quarter-sbot type, 
negligently leaving the jet open 
after the flame dGied‘out. Later 
someone probably put a quarter in 
ith 
gas from the open jet, overcoming 
the sleeping man before he was able 
to arouse himself. * 

Reports from friends of the dead 
man secured by The Constitution 
Sunday night reveal nothing that 


would lead to a theory of either * 


murder or suicide. They are to the 
effect that Mr. Schoeniger had 
learned the art of china painting in 
Austria, removed to America some 
twenty years ago, and, since set- 
tling in Atlanta had become moder- 
ately wealthy, 
Owned Land Here. 

He owned several tracts of real 
estate in Atlanta, the house on Mills 
street being one of them. He also 
owned real estate in Birmingham, 
according to a statement made Sat- 
urday night by Attorney F. E. 
Radensleben, who attended to his 
business interests for some time. 

J. E. Jennings, who has apart- 
ments on one side of the house on 
Millis street, ‘stated that he saw 
little of Schoeniger except when he 
paid his rent or met him casually 
about the house.

Ernest Clyde Holley, 27 years old, 
a bookkeeper of 133 Park avenue. 
was instantly killed, and County 
Policeman R. B. Haynie, 43 years 
old, of 112 Joe Johnson avenue, and 
Miss Adrian Davenport, 20 years 
eld, of 57-A Crew atreet, were se- 
riously injured when the automobile 
in which they were riding turned 
turtle at the corner of Park ave- 
nue and Burns street at 10:05 o'clock 
last night. 

Police officers and city detectives 
who were rushed to the scene of the 
accident found Holley lying dead 
under the wrecked car, his head 
mangled beyond all possible recog- 
nition and many bones broken, and -

dition. 

The wreckage was immediately 
cleared and the body at once dis- 
patched to the chapel of Harry G. .

According to Call Officers Fain 
and Bartow, who answered the sum- 
mons for aid and were among the 
first to reach the injured parties, 
witnesses stated that the car was 
driving at a rapid rate of speed 
down Park avenue toward Grant 
park, and when the driver attempt- 
é€d to turn into Burns street with- 
out any perceptible slow down, the 
car turned turtle, pinning Holley be- 
neath its weight and hurling the 
two other occupants of the auto into 
the street.

After Haynie and Miss Davenport 
had been removed to Grady hospi- 
tal, the former stated that the ac- 
cident was largely his fault, as he 
Had allowed Holley to drive when 
he was just learning to guide the 
machine and had had little expe- 
rience in operating an automobile. 
He claimed the car was not going 
over 15 miles an hour when the ac- 
cident occurred. 

Questioned as to where they were 
going, Haynie stated that Holicy 
and Miss Davenport were friends 
and that they were out on a pleas- 
ure trip. 


WERE TAKING

Both he and Miss Davenport ap- 
peared to be in an extremely dazed 
condition at the hospital. Miss Dav- 
enport stated that the three were 
out on a pleasure trip. She said 
that she knew Holley well, and her 
mother stated that they had been 
friends for some time, adding that 
her daughter had told her that she 
was going out riding with some 
friends before leaving home Sunday 
aight. 

A long, deep gash was cut on Miss 
Davenport’s forehead, and her face 
was scarred all over by cuts in- 
flicted ‘by flyfng bits of glass and 
wood. She was also painfully bruis- 
ed about the bodg, and physicians 
stated that, although not critical, 
her condition is serious. 

Haynie was badly injured apout 
the hips and f physicians at the 
Grady fearing Wp internal injuriez 
may possibly develop. In addition 
he received many bruises about the 
body, though he was not as badly 
cut as was Miss Davenport, 

The body of Holley remained ai 
Harry G. Poole’s chapel for several! 
hours before his address could be 
found and his “Burvivors communi- 
cated with. When the correct ad- 
dress was finally secured, it was 
found that the young bookkeeper ix 
survived by his mother, who is now 
dangerously ill at her home, and the 
death of her son will be kept secret 
from her until her condition im- 
proves.

Liam Mellows, all prominent Sinn 
Feiners, upon their election to the 
British parliament. 

“You have seen the statement of 
the new English secretary for Ire- 
land that the Irish question will be 
settled within the next six months 
either peaceably or bloodily,” said 
Dr. McCartan. “We in Ireland are 
not afraid of shedding blood in our 
righteous cause, and if England at- 
tempts to interfere with the estab- 
lishment of our republic, it will be a 
declaration of war on her part, and 
the blood that will be spilled will 
be on her hands.” 

Declares Ireland Is Free. 

Dr. McCartan declared that before 
the recent election the people of Ire- 
land had been asked to vote for sep- 
aration from England. This, he said, 
accounted for the sweeping victory 
of the Sinn Fein. 

“Ireland,” he continued, “tonight 
is a free nation,” and likened that 
country’s condition to that of Po- 
land, but said the Irish republic as 
yet had t been recognized by any 
other nation. He asserted that the 
Irish here had'raised a fund of §$8,- 
000,000 to carry out their program. 

“Self determination should be ap- 
plied to the Irish people as com- 
ing within President Wilson’s mean- 
ing,” declared Dr. McCartan. “I be- 
lieve that President Wilson has the 
power to insist upon a republic in 
Ireland, and that he can get the peo- 


ples of the world to recognize the | 


republic without further bloodshed.” 
“General” Mellows, who gained his 
title as one of the leaders of the 
Easter rebellion in 1916, declared 
that 73 Sinn Feiners elected to the 
British parliament would not take 
their seats in the house of commons, 
“but will remain in Ireland and try 
to shape the destinies of Ireland in 
Ireland.”’

A German Note. 

Captain Harrison served on the 
Alsace front and has in his posses- 
sion a note that was thrown down 
among his men there from a Ger- 
man airship. He states that. this 
note is characteristic of the people 
of the east side of New York and 
that it was accepted by officials as 
strong proof of the alliance of 
Americans with the enemy. The 
note dropped from the Hun plane 
reads as follows: 


“Do your part to put a stop to the 
war. Put an end to your part of it. 
Stop fighting. That is the simplest 
way. You can do it. You soldiers 
just stop fighting and the war will 
end of its own accord. You are not 
fighting for anything anyway. 
What does it matter to you who 
owns Metz or Strassburg; you never 
saw those towns or the people that 
live in them, so what does it matter 
to you? 

“But there is a little town back 
home in the little old United States 
you would like to see, and if you 
Keep on fighting here in hopes of 
getting a look at one of these old 
German fortresses you may never 
see home again. 

“The only way to stop the war is 
to stop fighting. That is easy. Just 
quit it and slip across No Man’s 
Land and join the bunch that is tak- 
ing it easy there waiting to be ex- 
changed and taken home, and there 
will be no disgrace in that. -Ameri- 
can prisoners will be welcomed just 
as warmly as you who stick it out 
here in these infernal trenches.
